home tint Germany to this 
country, but the inhabitants’ 
antipathy to the strangers in- 
‘ereased to such an extent that 
there was considerable fighting 
between the two factions from 
the year 447 to465. In the latter 


year the Saxons were driven back’ 


on Ebbsfleet; their original land- 
ing place, and after a big fight 
near Stonar were campelled to 
seek their ships. They sailed 
home, “but after the lapse 
of five :years were invited 
back, this time to help 
King Vortigern’ in the expul- 
sion of the. Picts and Scots. As 
time went by their numbers in- 
creased by fresh arrivals from 
over the water, until, after many 
battles with the inhabitants aris- 


‘ing from the. original enmity. the| 


Romans were compelled to re- 
linquish their hold on this coun- 
try in or about the year 448. But 
they left behind, says one of the 
notable historians of Kent, 2 


number of their countrymen, who 


remained in the Isle of Thanet. 
ST. AUGUSTINE'S DISCOVERY. 
Theat action has its bearing on 
the subsequent events which led: 
to the present-day discovery, for 
their Christian teaching helped 
to prepare the way for the arrival 
of. St. Augustine. The latter's 
coming to this country was due 
primarily to two causes. About 
the year 590, .Gregory the 
Great noticed three flaxen-haired 
children in the slave market in 
Rome, and learned’ from the 
merchant offering them tor sale 
that they had been brought from 
Britain. So moved was he by 
their appearance that he prevail- 
ed upon-the Pope to give him 
permission to goto England and 
convert the nation to the Chris- 
tian faith. His mission aroused 
great opposition among the 
population, however, a d he re- 
turned home, only to. send Prior 
Augustine with forty monks 
on the’ same errand in the 
year 597, As in the case 
of Hengist and Horsa, he 
‘landed at. Ebbsfleet, after 
travelling through France, arriv- 
ing there during the reign of 
King Ethelbert. .The latter had 
married the only daughter of the 
King of Paris—a Christian ‘wo- 
man—and itu was due to ‘her 
influence, and ‘the propaganda of 
the Romans left behind on 
evacuation, that Ethelbert al- 
lowed Augustine and his monks 
to remain. But he’ made’ the 


proviso:that they were not tol’ 


leave the Isle of Thanet. A 
historic meetirig . between tbe 
King and Augustine took place 
later underan oak tree in aposition 
now reputed to be embraced by 
‘Sevenscore Farm Minster. In 
the interim St. Augustine and his 
party hed to find for themselves 
in the open. The necessity for a 
supply of fresb. water led the 
former during that time to search 
the district. His perambulations 
resulted’ in the discovery oft 
‘peautiful spring at Ebbsfleet, the 
flow of which was used fordrink- 
ing purposes. by the little band 
‘until the King: permitted them 
to proceed: to Canterbury. It 


also served another purpose, for 


fajth are reputed‘ to have been 
baptised there by. Augustine him- 
self, With. bis departure the 
spring faded into-obscurity. 
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existence failed to attract, atten- 
tion, excepting among historians 
and Canterbury Catholics, who. 
made an annual pilgrimage to it, 
until 1259 years later. It was 
then “rediscovered” by Mr. Pettit, 
of Cliffs End, who, realising the 
purity “of the water, carried 
suplies into Ramsgate for drink- 
ing purposes. ‘ 
The trade -expired on ‘his de-
